THE BUFFALO BILLS broke ground on the new 
Highmark Stadium on June 5, 2023. In front of a crowd of 
approximately 500 people, Bills Owner/CEO Terry Pegula 
was joined by team, league and county/state officials to 
commemorate the occasion. 


“Ralph, we're moving across the street. We're going to build 2 

a stadium here, and we're going to tear down a stadium : 3 t st aa Wr

© Completion of the stadium is scheduled for July 2026 in 
time for the start of the 2026 NFL season. 


© The state-of-the-art open-air stadium, will be built on 
a 242-acre site, will cover approximately 1.35 million 
square feet. It marks the biggest project ever built in 
Western New York. The construction of a 75,000-square- 
foot ancillary building and demolition of the current 
stadium are also part of the site’s related development. 


* The joint venture team of Gilbane | Turner, in association 
with 34 Group and Arc Building Partners, was selected 
by the Buffalo Bills to provide construction management 
services for the new Highmark Stadium. The full project 
team also includes the project management firm, Legends 
Project Development, and Populous as the designer. 


° The stadium’s capacity will be a minimum of 60,000 
seats in addition to standing room. Premium areas will 
include suites, ledge seats, clubs, and other premium 
seating products. The stadium will include state-of-the-art 
video and scoreboards, sound system, administrative and 
event staff offices and lockers, broadcast facilities, locker 
rooms, food service kitchens and concessions, signage, 
sports lighting, maintenance, and storage areas, plaza, 
parking, and site landscaping. 


¢ The canopy that surrounds the stadium will cover 
approximately 65% of seats in the stadium. The canopy is 
designed to mitigate the wind factors of the new stadium 
and works in concert with the exterior skin to prevent the 
swirling and the winds to get down onto the field level. 
There will also be radiant heating in place to make fans 
more comfortable. 


¢ A sales center in which fans can experience a virtual 
reality of what the new stadium will look and feel like is 
expected in open in the fall of 2023.

Terry Pegula rose from humble 
beginnings to become one of the 

most respected leaders in the energy 
industry, and one of very few 

owners to operate franchises in multiple 
professional sports. 


Together with his wife Kim, Terry 
realized a life-long dream on October 
8, 2014. The Pegulas received the 
unanimous approval of NFL owners fo 
succeed Ralph C. Wilson, Jr. to become 
the second owners of the Buffalo Bills. 


Pegula played a key role in negotiating a deal between New 
York State, Erie County, the NFL and the Bills on the New 
Highmark stadium, which officially broke ground in 2023. 
Pegula also was a instrumental contributor in the design of 
the new home of the Bills that is slated to open in 2026. 


“We're going to build a stadium here, right? And we're going 
to tear down a stadium over there that’s full of memories,” 
Pegula said at the ground breaking ceremony. “So we need 
to fill this stadium with more memories and continue our 
legacy. We should remember the past, but embrace the 
building of our future.” 


Terry serves as CEO and president of the Bills and 
currently sits on the NFL’s Health and Safety committee, 
Fan Engagement and Major events committee and the 
DEI committee. In 2016, the Pegulas were honored with 
the Tank Younger Award, which recognizes extraordinary 
contributions towards diversity in the NFL. 


Born on March 27, 1951 in Carbondale, PA, Terry is a 1969 
graduate of Scranton Preparatory School. He entered Penn 
State University as a math major and was accepted into the 
Petroleum and Natural Gas Engineering Program. He went 
on to graduate with a Bachelor of Science degree in 1973 
and landed his first job with Getty Oil Co. in Victoria, TX. He 
later joined Felmont Oil Co. as an Area Engineer, a decision 
that brought him to Olean, NY in 1975. 


In 1983, Terry borrowed $7,500 from family and friends 

to create East Resources Inc., an independent oil and gas 
exploration and production company operating in the 
Appalachian Basin. Over the next 27 years, Terry built East 
into one of the largest privately held companies in the United 
States. In July of 2010, Royal Dutch Shell purchased the assets 
of East Resources Inc. In 2012, Terry formed JKLM Energy. 
JKLM is staffed with many former East Resources employees 
and takes pride in contributing to U.S. energy independence 
by producing Pennsylvania natural gas, elevating the state 
into one of the top producing regions in the world. 


Upon the sale of East Resources assets, Terry focused his 
attention on his love of sports. In September of 2010, the 
Pegulas announced a gift of $102 million to construct Pegula 
Ice Arena, paving the way for Division | hockey at Penn State 
and the Big 10 to form an NCAA conference. 


On February 22, 2011, Terry and Kim purchased the NHL's 
Buffalo Sabres and their sports ownership extends to the 

NLL Buffalo Bandits and Rochester Knighthawks and the AHL 
Rochester Americans. 


The Pegulas opened LECOM Harborcenter in 2014. The $200 
million dollar complex, next door to the Sabres’ KeyBank 
Center, includes two hockey rinks, training facilities and a 
full-service Marriott Hotel. 


The complex brought new business opportunities to Buffalo, 
including multi-year agreements to host the NHL Combine. 
Buffalo also hosted the 2016 NHL Draft, 2018 World Junior 
Championships, and the 2019 Frozen Four NCAA Men's 
Hockey Tournament. 


During the COVID-19 pandemic, the Pegulas donated $1.2 
million to various relief efforts in Western New York. 


In addition to helping manage the family’s sports operations, 
Terry runs JKLM Energy in Pittsburgh, and his family’s 
business operations in Boca Raton, Florida. 


Terry and Kim have five children: Michael, Laura, Jessica, 
Kelly and Matthew.

Kim Pegula is the owner of both the 
Buffalo Bills and Buffalo Sabres as well 
as Pegula Sports and Entertainment. 


She became the first female president 
of both an NHL and NFL team. 


Kim has served on the NFL's Super Bowl 
and Major Events Advisory Committee, 
Business Ventures Committee, and 

NFL Foundation Committee. She has 
also been a member of both the NFL's 
Workplace Diversity Committee and the NHL's Executive 
Inclusion Council. 


She has served as a keynote speaker at the NFL’s Annual 
Quarterback Coaching Summit, an event to build the 
coaching and personnel development pipeline and strengthen 
diversity across the league. She also regularly participated in 
the NFL’s Women’s Careers in Football Forum. 


On October 8, 2014, Kim and her husband Terry realized a 
long-time dream when they became only the second owners 
of the Bills. The Pegulas purchased the Sabres in 2011 and 
their sports ownership extends to the NLL Buffalo Bandits and 
Rochester Knighthawks and the AHL Rochester Americans. 


Kim played a major role in helping negotiate the structure of 
a deal between New York State, Erie County, the National 
Football League and the Bills for the New Highmark stadium, 
which officially broke ground in 2023.

Brandon Beane was named General 
Manager of the Bills on May 9, 2017. In 
his first five seasons in Buffalo, Beane 
has helped build a roster and establish 
a culture that has produced five playoff 
appearances, including 3 consecutive 
AFC East division championships from 
2020-2022. 


“Our goal is sustained success.” It was 
a phrase said in Beane’s inaugural 
press conference in Buffalo in 2017 
and several times afterwards. The results have followed. In 
addition to 3 consecutive AFC East titles, the Bills joined the 
Chiefs as the only two teams in the NFL to win 10+ games 
and earn a playoff berth each year from 2019-22. 


While earning a playoff berth in his first season in 2017, 
Beane also engineered several trades that resulted in the Bills 
selecting two future Pro Bowlers in QB Josh Allen (7th overall) 
and LB Tremaine Edmunds (16th overall) in the 2018 draft 
while maintaining all their 2019 draft capital. Along the way, 
he stabilized the team’s salary cap status. 


In the 2020 offseason, Beane negotiated a trade with 
Minnesota to acquire WR Stefon Diggs, who has gone on to 
earn first-team All-Pro and Pro Bowl honors in Buffalo. Beane 
also negotiated long-term deals with Diggs and Allen, the 
Bills franchise quarterback. 


In 2020, the Bills earned their first AFC East title and their first 
playoff win since 1995. Along the way, Beane earned NFL 
Executive of the Year honors from the Sporting News, PFWA 
and Pro Football Focus, becoming the first Bills executive to 
earn that honor since Bill Polian in 1991. 


In 2021, Beane was named the NFl’s Jack Horrigan Award 
winner by the PFWA which is given annually to the league or 
club official who bests assists the media in their coverage. 


Beane joined the Bills after a 19-year stint with the Carolina 
Panthers. He served as the Panthers assistant general 
manager from 2015-16 and played a vital role in constructing 
their draft boards from 2012-17. He also evaluated pro 

and college players and worked closely with the football 
operations staff on the negotiation of player contracts. 


Throughout Beane’s time in Carolina, the Panthers won 
five NFC South division titles and two NFC conference 
championships. In 2012, Beane was named the Panthers 
interim general manager—holding the role for the final 10 
games of the season (6-4 record). 


While there, Beane also worked closely with Panthers 
defensive coordinator Sean McDermott from 2011-16. 


“Brandon is a very competitive person,” said Terry Pegula. 

“| know he likes to win, but | also know he hates to lose. He's 
not afraid to say what he’s thinking and if he disagrees with 
something he will say so, even to the owner. | love it. He, 
Sean, Kim and | have a very good relationship with open 
discussions, debate and a lot of communication.” 


A cum laude graduate in communications studies from UNC- 
Wilmington in 1998 and a native of Stanly County, North 
Carolina, Beane (born July 27, 1976) began his career in 
1998 with the Panthers communications department. 


Beane moved on to fill various football operations/personnel 
roles with the Panthers organization before being named the 
team’s director of football operations in 2008. 


Beane has ingrained himself in the Western New York 
community. In 2021, the Beane family spearheaded a 

new program named Bills Muttfia that provided a free pet 
adoption through the SPCA for every touchdown the Bills 
score at a home game. In the 2020 offseason, Brandon 
helped raise nearly $100,000 for COVID-19 relief efforts with 
a draft day sweepstakes through the United Way. He also 
helped promote the Buffalo Strong initiative that benefited 
FeedMore WNY. He has also made multiple visits to Oishei’s 
Children Hospital in Buffalo during the holidays. 


Brandon and his wife, Hayley, have two sons, Tyson and Wes 
and reside in Orchard Park, NY.

SEAN MCDERMOTT 


HEAD COACH 
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Sean McDermott was named head 
coach of the Bills on January 11, 2017. 
With five playoff appearances under 
his belt in his first six seasons, he 
methodically transformed the culture of 
a franchise that had not experienced a 
postseason berth since 1999. 


“Sean is a proud, Christian, determined 
man,” said Bills owner Terry Pegula. 

“| remember before his interview for 
the Bills head coaching job thinking 
about him being a two-time National Prep Wrestling Champ. 
| thought to myself, you wrestled, you're determined, you 
love what you're doing and you won. He comes to the Bills 
everyday and will never ask anyone, player or coach to do 
anything he wouldn’t do.” 


McDermott is ranked Ist in team history in win percentage 
and ranked third in franchise history in wins behind Marv 
Levy (123) and Lou Saban (70). 


From 2020-22, the Bills captured three consecutive AFC 
East division titles for the first time since 1988-91. Buffalo 
and Kansas City are the only 2 teams in the NFL to win 10+ 
games and earn a playoff berth each year from 2019-22. 


In 2021, the Bills defense ranked first in the NFL in fewest 
points allowed per game (17.0) for the first time in franchise 
history and also finished first in fewest yards allowed per 
game (272.8) and the fewest passing yards per game (163.0). 


In 2020, the Bills won their first playoff game since 1995 as 
McDermott finished 2nd for the NFL's coach of the year. He 
was also a finalist for that honor in 2019 and 2022. 


In 2017, McDermott became the third coach in Bills history 


to earn a playoff spot in his first season, joining Joe Collier 
(1966) and Wade Phillips (1998). 


McDermott was hired by the Bills after 6 seasons as the 
defensive coordinator in Carolina, where he led a top-10 
defense 4 times and helped the Panthers earn 3 division titles 
and a trip to Super Bowl 50. Over his six-year tenure, the 
Panthers defense ranked second in the NFL in sacks (261), 3rd 
in takeaways (169), 9th in yards per game (339.1) and 12th in 
points allowed per game (22.1). 


In 2015, McDermott's defense helped lead the way to a 15-1 
record and trip to Super Bowl 50. Four players — Thomas 
Davis, Luke Kuechly, Josh Norman and Kawann Short - 
earned Pro Bowl and All-Pro honors. He was The Sporting 
News Coordinator of the Year in 2013. 


He spent his first 12 NFL seasons with Philadelphia, working 
his way up to defensive coordinator in 2009-10. In 2009, 
he was named the NFl's top defensive coordinator by Pro 
Football Weekly. A protege of the late Jim Johnson, the 
Eagles legendary defensive coordinator, McDermott served 
as defensive assistant/quality control coach (2001-02), 
assistant defensive backs coach (2003), secondary/safeties 
coach (2004-06), and linebackers coach (2007-08). 


He joined the Eagles in 1998 as a scouting administrative 
coordinator before being promoted to assistant to the head 
coach under Andy Reid in 1999. McDermott worked with 
several Pro Bowlers during his time in Philadelphia, including 
Hall of Fame safety Brian Dawkins. 


McDermott and his family are active in the Western New York 
community, making multiple visits to Oishei’s Children Hospital 
of Buffalo. They have participated in many different efforts 

to provide awareness for food allergies and skin cancer, 
including a food drive at Wegmans that helped food-insecure 
families with food allergies and special diet needs. They also 
partner with Wegmans on skin cancer awareness initiatives. 


A member of the LaSalle College High School Hall of 
Athletics, McDermott was a two-time All-Catholic League 
and a National Prep School Champion in 1992 and 1993 
and went undefeated in 75 consecutive wrestling matches. 

A member of the William & Mary Athletics Hall of Fame, 

he was an All-Atlantic 10 Conference choice at safety in 
1997 and graduated with a degree in finance. He began his 
coaching career as a graduate assistant at his alma mater in 
1998. He was a teammate of Steelers coach Mike Tomlin. 


Sean and his wife, Jamie, have three children. His father, 
Rich, was a football coach at West Chester and Ursinus 
and his brother, Tim, is the Chief Business Officer of the 
Philadelphia Union of the MLS. McDermott was born in 
Omaha, Nebraska on March 21, 1974.

DREAM CATCHER FOUNDATION 

There was a time when Eli Ankou thought he would one day 
be a pilot in the Royal Canadian Air Force. He was riding 
along, flying in gliders with 17- or 18-year-olds who had just 
gotten their licenses. He liked to fly, and he liked to bike. But 
football called, setting the now 6-3, 325-pound defensive 
tackle on a different path. 


Ankou, who is currently on the practice squad with the Bills, is 
not necessarily a household name for NFL fans. The fifth-year 
lineman grew up in Ontario and has played for six other NFL 
teams. He made a splash earlier this month when he tallied 
his first sack as a Bill, and on none other than Tom Brady, 
bringing the future Hall of Famer to the ground for a loss of 2 
yards in Tampa. 


But even without the platform of a weekly starter, Ankou, 

of the Ojibwe tribe, and his fiancée, Shayna Powless, a 
professional cyclist with ties to the Oneida Tribe of Indians 

of Wisconsin, are making a point to give back to their 
communities. In 2019, the couple founded the Dream Catcher 
Foundation, a 5013 with a multifaceted approach to 
empowering Native American women and children. 


“We just felt like, ‘Why wait years down the road?’ ” Powless 
said. “Why? When we can just do this now? When we can 
start having a significant impact on our communities now.” 


There was also an urgency to start because the statistics are 
grim. The number of missing and murdered women and girls 
(MMIWG) disproportionately affects Indigenous people in the 
United States and Canada. 


“The statistics are horrible,” Ankou said. “And this is 
something we felt like we needed to address publicly and put 
out there.”

“I'm going to be honest, when | was younger, | had 
confidence, but it was more so that | just wasn’t afraid of 
anything. As | got older, | learned more about how to be more 
confident and continue to not be afraid.” 


“| continuously kept my confidence high. Regardless if you’re 
first round, undrafted, sixth round, your confidence has to stay 
the same,” Benford said. “My mindset (is) going to stay the 
same. | felt | could ball. | felt | could be the best. Regardless of 
the situation, my confidence always has me feeling that way.”

“lam not going to let 
someone else reap the 
benefits of what UNI did for 
me,” he wrote on his Twitter 
account. “I did not want to go 
somewhere and be under a system of guys that didn’t like me 
from the start. I'd never do that.” 


“It's as simple as that,” Brown said to The Athletic. “I can’t 
imagine playing with a bunch of guys that aren‘t my guys 
here.”

THE ROAD LESS TRAVELED 

When a football player from the University of Rhode Island is 
fortunate enough to earn an invitation to the NFL Combine, it’s 
reason to celebrate. When the player breaks down that door 
of opportunity and forces some big-time eyes to take notice, 
it’s a potentially life-altering development. 


That's what Isaiah Coulter did last month in Indianapolis. After 
flashing the length, athleticism and speed on par with the guys 
who strut their stuff at LSU, Texas, USC and other big-name 
schools, the Rams wide receiver is now on the radar of all 32 
NFL teams. 


“He's a guy we're gonna be asking about a year from now 

— ‘Where'd he come from? Why‘d we miss on him?’ ” former 
Dallas Cowboy personnel guru Gil Brandt told NBC Sports’ 
Peter King. Brandt wasn’t alone. After catching 72 passes and 
scoring eight touchdowns last fall as a junior, Coulter said he 
had heard enough buzz about his abilities that he was willing 
to roll the dice and leave Kingston with a season of eligibility 
remaining. He fortunately received an invite to the Combine 
and promptly sent scouts scurrying for their notes when he 
ripped off a 4.45-second time in the 40-yard dash. That was 
the 10th-fastest time of any receiver, tying All-American Jerry 
Jeudy of Alabama. 


“After the season, | talked to my parents and prayed a lot and 
just wanted to make the jump,” Coulter said this week from his 
home in Columbia, Md. “It was always a risk but | believed in 
myself and talked to people with my best interests at heart.” 


Running fast is one thing but Coulter also possesses excellent 
receiver size at 6 feet 2 inches and 198 pounds. He also 
posted a 36-inch vertical jump. “The combine was everything 
| dreamed of,” he said. “You're interacting with the legends, 
Michael Irvin, Cris Carter.

Davidson went on to earn the starting tight end job in 2019 
and began to recognize that he had the potential to take his 
talent to the NFL.

BULKING UP 

When David Edwards arrived at Wisconsin in 2015, he 
was fresh off of playing three years of high school QB and, 
weighing in at 215 pounds, thought he'd be transitioning to 
playing tight end. 


Edwards identified both his strength program and nutrition 
as lacking. After teaming up with Shaun Snee, Wisconsin's 
assistant strength and conditioning coach, both of those 
elements were quickly corrected and Edwards’ weight and 
strength began to grow.

A GENTLE GIANT AND SILENT LEADER 

Born Kaylon Nakia Ford Jr., Poona’s nickname originates from 
his paternal great-grandmother, who originally called him her 
“Pooh Bear,” an apt tag for a child who was born weighing 
nearly 9 pounds. “He's always been this chunky little thing,” 
Griffin said, chuckling. When Kaylon — pronounced kay-lun 
— was a child he'd joke with his mother and father that his 
name was pronounced “Kay-Lawn” to playfully get under his 
parents’ skin. 


Poona Ford initially grew up in Pritchardville, S.C., a tiny 
town along Highway 46 in South Carolina just outside of 
Bluffton. It's so small that its most notable landmark is a little 
shop called The Country Store. Ford as a child would go back 
and forth between Pritchardville and Hilton Head Island, 

a touristy town about 14 miles east known for its beaches 
and golf courses. He'd spend most of his time at his paternal 
grandmother's home in Hilton Head, which is also where he 
played little league football and where most of his friends 
lived. Ford figured he’d have a brighter future if he lived 
there full-time so he eventually requested a permanent move, 
presenting a dilemma for Griffin. Sure, the Island was just 

a 20-minute drive away but sending Ford there meant less 
time with her son, an idea few mothers easily accept. But she 
knew Ford was in good hands with his grandmother, Cindy, 
described by those close to Ford as the “rock” of the family. 


“All the grandkids flock to her,” Griffin said. 


Some of Ford's defining characteristics can be traced back 

to his upbringing in Cindy’s home. Hard work. Never 

making excuses. Always taking pride in what you do. As he 
carried out these principles on and off the football field, Ford 
developed a reputation as a gentle giant, a quiet killer and “a 
silent leader.”

His work ethic, toughness and 
intelligence usually found him in the right place at the right 
time. 


It was a few days before National Signing Day in 2014 

when Howard, who according to anyone who had watched 
him play football his senior season at Longview knew was 
under-recruited, received a phone call. On the other end of 
the phone that day, just over 10 days before Howard was set 
to sign with UTSA, was Texas Christian University offering him 
the late opportunity to play football in the Big 12. Howard 
called me that afternoon to let me know of his opportunity, 
and to let me know that he had committed to head coach 
Gary Patterson and the Horned Frogs. That meant a lot to me 
personally that he took the time to call his local newspaper. 


(In 2018), Howard's phone rang again. He had been selected 
in the seventh round of the by the Rams. Just an hour after 
receiving that life-changing phone call, Howard’s phone 

rang again. This time, | was calling to get a comment, and 

he answered on the second ring, another moment that | was 
appreciative of. Howard talked about embracing his role as 
the underdog and working to prove himself. Once again, 

he had to keep working to prove himself and did just that 
through his first few seasons in the NFL, from battling an injury 
to bouncing back and forth to the Rams’ practice squad. It 
paid off in 2021 as an injury thrust Howard into a starting 
role for the Rams. Time and time again, commentators would 
mention his ability to drop into coverage from his linebacker 
spot. On his second-to-last play in the NFC Championship — 
a game that featured not one, not two, but three Longview 
High alumni, which must be an unmatched stat in the NFL — 
Howard made an open-field tackle for loss against the 49ers, 
whose roster includes Hasty and Trent Williams. One play 
later, he sealed Los Angeles’ trip to the Super Bow! with a 
game-ending interception. Once again, right place, right time.

Johnson had yet to blossom into a college prospect, let alone 
a future NFL player, by the start of his senior year at Palo Alto 
High School. But during that final season, Johnson capped 

a growth spurt, going from 5-foot-4 when he entered high 
school to 6-foot-2. 


So when everything started coming together for Johnson, his 
older brother, Vince Miles, made sure colleges took notice. 
Miles didn’t want his younger brother to slip through the 
cracks the way he had and he diligently began compiling a 
highlight reel. 


“Not a lot of people have big brothers that are willing to do 
things like that, on their free time, go out there and make their 
brother a highlight tape to help him get to college and where 
he wants to be,” Johnson said. 


Johnson didn’t start as a junior at Palo Alto, finishing that 
season with 15 catches. During his senior season, though, he 
had 58 catches for 1,015 yards and 14 touchdowns.

Kingsley Jonathan's family is back in Lagos, Nigeria cheering 
him on as he tries to make the Bills roster, even if they aren't 
familiar with the NFL. “My family back home, they don’t 
understand the magnitude of it” said Jonathan. “So | tried to 
explain to them as much as | could but they were excited.” 


Growing up in Lagos, Nigeria, Jonathan says that he was a 
good basketball player.

TURNING DREAMS TO REALITY 

Murray is working to turn another long-held dream into 
reality. He’s pursuing plans in his hometown of Nedrow, New 
York, to build the Jon Diaz Community Center, a gathering 
place for local kids that will feature classrooms, a computer 
lab, game room and gym. For Murray, who established a 
nonprofit foundation for the center, it’s about providing the 
town’s youth with the opportunities he didn’t have. Growing 
up, he loved playing basketball and football, but no facility 
for youth activities existed there.

“If he could get to it, he was going to catch it,” Shavers’ 

high school coach, Gregg Miller, told The Dispatch. “Our 
quarterbacks we had sometimes threw it out of bounds or 
threw it onto the bleachers, but he was definitely a kid that 
everybody that we played, you better find a way to cover that 
kid, or he’s going to beat you.”

“| notice a lot of kids that struggle with the stuttering,” Shell 
said in a videoconference from the Seahawks’ facility on 
Wednesday. “I just know that being the guy that | am and 
using my platform, that | should let them know that it’s OK if 
you have that problem. You can get through it, and it’s not 
going to stop you or it’s not going to define you from what 
you want to be in life.”

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The Buffalo Bills Wall of Fame was created in 1980 to honor 
former players, administrators and coaches who have played 

significant roles in the team’s history. To be eligible for induction, an 

individual must have played with the Bills for at least three years and 
be retired from professional football. Also eligible are other individ- 

uals who have made outstanding contributions to the Bills, including 

administrators and coaches. Selections are made by a distinguished 
panel composed of club personnel and media members. 


Ralph C. Wilson Jr. Statue 


The Buffalo Bills announced 
in March 2015 that the organization 
would commission a statue to be 
made of Ralph C. Wilson, Jr. 

The statue is displayed outside of 
New Era Field in Founder's Plaza. 

Ralph C. Wilson, Jr. passed 
away at the age of 95. Mr. Wilson was the sale owner of 
the Bills franchise for 54 seasons after purchasing the team 
on October 28, 1959. Under his leadership, the Bills won two 
American Football League Championships in 1964 and 1965 
and appeared in an unprecedented four consecutive Super Bowls 
in the 1990s. Mr. Wilson along with former Bills Head Coach 
Marv Levy, former General Manager Bill Polian plus eight of his 
players have earned football’s highest honor by being inducted 
into the Professional Football Hall of Fame. 

The construction of the statue was a collaborative effort 
between Terry and Kim Pegula and Mary Wilson. Founder’s 
Plaza, the current location of the statue, is located northwest of 
The Bills Store at New Era Field. 

Mr. Wilson’s statue is the first statue in history to be displayed 
on the grounds of New Era Field. The life-size statue is based 
on a photo taken of Mr. Wilson with Thurman Thomas along the 
sidelines on October 21, 1990 during Buffalo’s 30-27 victory 
over the New York Jets.
